The Happiest Pimp On Earth? 

Lawyer suggests novel defense for his client’s Disneyland-area underage prostitution ring 


T he worst thing you could say 

about Eric Lamar Wells, 26, is not 
that he’s a veteran pimp. It’s not 
even that the unsuccessful telemarketer 
sold his commu¬ 
nity-college girl¬ 
friend, the mother 
of his infant daugh¬ 
ter, in regular 
prostitution deals 
for living expenses 
that included a 
daily cocaine habit. 
During nine days 
in April 2012, the 
Stockton resident 
repeatedly sold two 
girls, ages 14 
and 17, for sex in several states, as 
well as near the Happiest Place 
On Earth, a.k.a. Disneyland. 

Now residing in federal custody 
inside the Santa Ana Jail, Wells 
doesn’t dispute he has worked as 
a flesh peddler for at least four 
years. He doesn’t deny he trans¬ 
ported minors across Nevada, Ari¬ 
zona and California state lines for 
prostitution purposes. He admits 
his business used the Internet, 
photographs of the scantily clad 
girls and a lie—both were pre¬ 
sented as 18-year-olds—to target 
anonymous men eager to pay cash 
for sex with teenagers. 

A year ago, an observant Ana¬ 
heim cop made a pedestrian 
stop that began the unraveling 
of Wells’ prostitution ring; the 
pimp entered into a plea deal with 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Mark P. Takla in exchange for a 
reduction in charges. The undis¬ 
puted crimes called for a maxi¬ 
mum punishment of life in prison 
and, because of the use of under¬ 
age girls, a mandatory minimum 
incarceration period of a decade, 
according to federal sentencing 
guidelines. By signing the 21-page 
plea document, both he and Rob¬ 
ert Michael Helfend, his Los Angeles- 
based criminal defense attorney, con¬ 
firmed the government’s solid, factual 
basis for guilt and their own awareness 
of the severe sentencing consequences. 

But for reasons that are sealed in court, 
Helfend left the case in January, and Todd 
W. Burns, a new, taxpayer-funded defense 
lawyer from San Diego, was appointed to 
represent Wells. Burns not only brought 
fresh vigor to the pimp’s defense, but he 
also rattled the foundations of the govern¬ 
ment’s case, his client’s guilty plea and the 
constitutional righteousness of pending 
punishment. 

Burns this month asked U. S. District 
Court Judge Cormac J. Carney to declare 
unconstitutional heightened penalties 


for transporting minors for prostitution 
because, in his view, the government 
should prove a pimp knew of the minors’ 
ages before the commission of the crime. 

To the defense lawyer, Wells admitted in 
his guilty plea that he “recruited” and used 
minors in his interstate sex business, but he 
didn’t specifically acknowledge he know¬ 
ingly used underage girls. It is the pimp’s 
story that the girls told him they were both 
18, so he believed them and didn’t discover 
the truth until just before their arrests. 

Takla treated the defense posturing as 
the legal equivalent of hogwash. The pros¬ 
ecutor believes Wells knew he was using 
minors and that offenders in such cases 
deserve heightened punishment. Plus, he 


found no precedent for the defense’s sen¬ 
tencing stance. 

“The defendant should have raised [his 
arguments] prior to his guilty plea,” wrote 
Takla, who pointed out the defendant 
admitted in the plea deal that he specifi¬ 
cally violated the federal statute banning 
transportation of minors for prostitution. 

If Carney—who has a reputation for 
occasionally making startling decisions— 
agreed to avoid punishing Wells for using 
underage girls, the results would be 
monumental for the pimp. The penalty for 
transporting an adult across state lines for 
prostitution carries a mandatory maxi¬ 
mum 10-year term. That punishment con¬ 
verts to a mandatory minimum of 10 years 
in prison if the prostitute was a minor. 


As the punishment day approached, 
Burns also unleashed a flurry of accusa¬ 
tions to lessen Wells’ culpability and 
increase responsibility for the crimes on 
Tonisha Alecia Moore, the pimp’s 24-year- 
old ex-girlfriend, mother of his child and 
co-defendant. According to Wells, he was 
trying to focus on San Joaquin Delta Com¬ 
munity College studies in 2009 when he 
met Moore, already a convicted prostitute 
in Oakland, on campus. The two became 
obsessed with cocaine, had a baby and 
launched their sex operation. 

Wells additionally claims he didn’t 
devise the Internet ads to sell the minors 
or confiscate the illicit earnings. He insists 
Moore played those roles while he was 


some sort of semi-interested bystander. In 
kind, the 6-foot-3,170-pound prostitute 
has gone from defending Wells in the early 
stages of the case to casting him as the mas¬ 
termind with a controlling, violent streak. 

Whoever is right, we know that Wells 
and Moore landed in Las Vegas on April 
15,2012. There, they found the two teen¬ 
age girls. Far from being innocent angels 
on a path to sainthood, both were already 
working as relatively savvy, hardened 
street hookers, according to the pimp. 

Burns underscored to Carney that the 
14-year-old girl possessed the physical 
attributes (5-foot-8,125 pounds) of an 
adult, regularly smoked marijuana, could 
count pregnancy as an experience, col¬ 
lected prior assault charges for attacks on 


adults, won expulsion from middle school 
for fighting, stole from Johns and was a 
full member of a Bloods-affiliated crimi¬ 
nal street gang. 

The 17-year-old? According to the 
defense, she and the other minor had 
been robbing customers together on their 
own for months. The girl was looking for 
her third consecutive pimp on the Vegas 
strip, when, while working on the side of 
Las Vegas’ Boulder Highway, she waved 
down Wells. He stopped his vehicle, 
eventually bought food for both girls 
and made his business pitch without the 
threat of violence. 

At the June 26 sentencing hearing 
inside the Ronald Reagan Federal Court¬ 
house, Carney “greatly 
applauded” Burns’ consti¬ 
tutional arguments against 
the mandatory minimum as 
“very interesting” and said 
he hopes the Ninth Circuit 
will eventually address the 
topic. But the judge rejected 
the claim, saying Congress 
“rightfully” placed “heavy 
penalties” on the sexual 
exploitation of children. He 
then asked the defendant if 
he had any comments. 

“What I did was wrong,” 
said a weeping Wells, who 
was chained and guarded 
by two U.S. marshals. “I am 
ashamed. I have a 3-year-old 
daughter, and God forbid, 
if my daughter had to walk 
in those shoes [of a teenage 
prostitute]... I’ve changed.” 

The judge said he was 
moved by the statement and 
noted character reference 
letters had been “glowing,” 
but concluded he could not 
ignore the “sale of girls’ 
bodies and the destruction 
of their dignity.... No ratio¬ 
nal person would commit 
this crime.” 

Wells’ uncle, who 
attended the hearing, told Carney he’d 
been a violent robber on cocaine early 
in his life and had turned his life around 
after “my father told me I was no good” 
on his deathbed. Calling for leniency, the 
relative promised, “[Wells] can change 
just like I did.” 

Burns pleaded for Carney to issue a 
seven-year punishment as an appropri¬ 
ate deviation from the sentencing-range 
requirement of a 135-to-168-month prison 
trip.

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THE DEANS OF CAFFEINE 

Jeff and Christa Duggan are re-defining OC*s coffee culture, one cup at a time

L actose is a really interesting 

sugar,” says Truman Severson, 
his hands punctuating his words. 
His hair side-slicked as though 
he were Clark Gable, complementing an 
Eton College professor outfit of a tie, brown 
tweed vest and browline glasses. On a Satur¬ 
day afternoon, he holds court at Theorem, 
a six-seat tasting bar inside Portola Coffee 
Lab in Costa Mesa. He has just poured from 
a steel kettle a stream of water heated to 203 
degrees, in a steady, circular pattern over dry 
coffee grounds resting in a shiny, chrome 
dripper that resembles an alien spacecraft. 

The liquid darkens to a deep mahogany 
and trickles into a beaker-like glass vessel 
filled with perfectly formed ice cubes. After 
glancing at the numbers on a digital scale, 
then at the stopwatch in his hand, Severson 
removes the dripper, grabs a metal stick and 


gives the contents a stir. Three guests lean 
in over Theorem’s black countertop, their 
eyes fixated. One man asks about the effects 
of adding milk—and that’s when Severson 
launches into his lactose lecture. 

“It is technically what we consider a 
polysaccharide, which is a complex sugar, 
but it’s made up of two very weakly bound 
monosaccharides. So in the heating process, 
when we’re steaming milk, we actually 
break down that lactose, which is a fairly 
large molecule, into two much smaller mol¬ 
ecules and consequently, without changing 
the core value, make the milk appear to be 
twice as sweet because the lactose molecule 
by itself is so large it actually has trouble 
interacting with your tongue.” 

Heads nod in approval. 

Meanwhile, outside the translucent slid¬ 
ing doors, crowds of java fiends—men in 


shorts and flip-flops, young couples with 
baby strollers, ladies toting shopping bags— 
swarm the main coffee bar, a retro-futuristic, 
Bunsen and Beaker-meets-steampunk 
wonderworld anchoring the OC Mix, an 
artisanal-boutique marketplace that’s part 
of the SOCO Collection off the 405 freeway. 
Working behind a lime-green-and-bamboo 
island counter, tattooed baristas in white 
lab coats mix, measure and pour under the 
glow of halogen heaters as multichamber 
siphon towers bubble beside them. There are 
lab contraptions that would make Breaking 
Bad’s Walter White cower—density meters, 
moisture meters, refractometers, laser calo¬ 
rimeters and water-testing kits. Customers 
watch the production as they wait for their 
orders, some holding up their iPhones to 
capture the scene. 

All for a cuppa joe.

Standing beside the coffee roaster, 
a smokeless, low-emissions beast of a 
machine called the Revelation, Jeff Dug¬ 
gan peers at a MacBook screen, watching 
thin red and green lines climb on a chart 
as the temperature inside the steel drum 
rises. The espresso beans he’s roasting, 
grown at the Hunatu cooperative in Anti¬ 
gua, Guatemala, are known for producing 
an impossibly smooth drink with a thick 
crema (the almighty foam) and tasting 
notes of cocoa, hazelnut and ripe stone 
fruit. One sip can cause even the most 
casual coffee drinker’s eyes to roll back in 
a moment of bliss. 

“Do you hear that popping?” Dug¬ 
gan says, scooping out a small sample of 
beans. A sweet, slightly chocolate-y scent 
fills the air. “We’ve just hit first crack.” 

He is the founder and owner of Por- 
tola Coffee Lab—or, as many like to call 
him, the company’s chief mad scientist. 
There’s nothing about him that screams 
Dr. Frankenstein or even Doc Brown, 
though. A 40-year-old father of three, 
he wears an untucked plaid shirt, geek 
glasses and a wide grin; his personality 
is friendly, approachable, anything but 
pretentious. (You can toss out those Port- 
landia comparisons now.) His vision of 
a third-wave coffee laboratory isn’t just 
kitsch. A trained chemist, Duggan pushes 
his team to blend science, passion and 
soul-inspired artistry for one mission: to 
produce damn good coffee. 

“We really felt customers would appre¬ 
ciate the natural flavors of coffee and 
wanted to create a coffee beverage that 
excited them,” he says, his eyes widening. 
“We’re getting them to understand that 
coffee has very unique nuances that they 
haven’t experienced before.” 

Since Duggan and his wife, Christa, 
opened Portola two years ago, the craft- 
brew coffeehouse has changed the way 
folks in Orange County experience their 
morning jolt. There are no grandfatherly 
leather chairs, no shelves stacked with 
weathered books, no paintings by local 
artists. Gone are rows of Torani flavored 
syrups in pump containers and chalk¬ 
board menus listing hazelnut lattes and 
caramel macchiatos with mountains of 
whipped cream. Instead, the company 
starts with meticulously sourced beans 
and makes sure that through every step 
of the process—from storing to roasting 
to brewing to even pouring and drink¬ 
ing—the quality never falters, and the 
spectacle is put out for all to see. 

This endless quest for improvement 
has taken Duggan across the world 
(just this year, he visited coffee farms in 
Kenya, Uganda, El Salvador, Costa Rica 
and Panama) and has spiraled into new 
ventures at a rapid pace (in January, he 
opened specialty tea shop Seventh Tea 
Bar; later this summer, Portola opens its 
second location in Old Towne Orange). It 
has also brought new standards for local 
coffeemakers—and himself. 

“Anyone can turn green beans brown,” 
Duggan says. “But to be great takes a com¬ 
mitment. Coffee roasting can be frustrat¬ 
ing. I wake up in cold sweats at night, wor¬ 
rying about consistency. ‘Did I really roast 
that Monte Verde the best that I could?”’ 

A scientific approach might seem a 


bit much for something you can make at 
home and doctor to personal tastes. But 
Duggan believes it’s the only way to keep 
improving the cup—and Portola always 
will—to turn OC into an unlikely coffee 
mecca. “Our equipment has evolved. Our 
technique has evolved. That’s what’s 
going to make us relevant, strong; great is 
our willingness to adapt. 

“If someone thinks their method is 
better, I’m like, ‘Awesome, let’s test it,”’ he 
adds. “‘Please prove me wrong.’” 

n the contemporary coffee scene, 
there are three distinct movements. 
The first wave is rooted in the post- 
World War II era, when every kitchen 
counter had a spot cleared for a container 
of Folgers or Maxwell House. The second 
wave is characterized by the influx of 
chains—Peet’s in the 1960s through OC’s 
own Diedrich all the way to Starbucks, 
the big green empire that got America 
buzzing on $5 mocha Frappuccinos 
and made us one of the most caffeine- 
addicted countries on Earth. 

While Starbucks is responsible for the 
proliferation of coffee culture, many of 
those in the industry detest the brews. 
Severson proclaims Starbucks coffee 
“technically, categorically awful.” 

To understand why, one must look at 
what coffee is. Coffee beans are not actu¬ 
ally beans. They are the seeds from the 
fruit of a coffee plant, a living, breathing 
crop that can’t sit idly on a shelf with an 
expiration date 10 months down the road. 
Starbucks primarily serves dark-roast 
coffee, which has a flavor relying more 


on the roasting process itself than the 
unique character of its origin plant. With 
more than 20,000 locations worldwide, it 
makes coffee this way because it has to— 
and to make the masses think coffee must 
universally taste like this. 

“A cup of coffee from Starbucks in Milan 
in 1995 will taste very similar to a cup of 
coffee out of Starbucks in Idaho yester¬ 
day,” explains Severson. He says it’s akin to 
leaving a piece of broccoli and asparagus 
on a barbecue for 15 hours, and then try¬ 
ing to distinguish the two. “Nature tells us 
that doesn’t make sense. You can take any 
coffee from any part of Planet Earth and 
mix it with any other coffee from any part 
of Planet Earth, and if you overroast them, 
they will always be the same. They’ll be 
consistent. Granted, they’ll be consistently 
bad, but they’ll be consistent.” 

The third wave of coffee is made up of 
a growing group of independent roast¬ 
ers who focus on coffee as an artisanal, 
regional product a la wine, with their task 
solely to bring out rather than subdue its 
natural characteristics. Baristas make one 
cup at a time; drive-thrus don’t exist. The 
movement began in Seattle, trickled down 
to Porland, then to San Francisco, then 
to Los Angeles and other metropolitan 
spots around the country. These roasters 
understand that from the moment a cof¬ 
fee fruit (usually called a coffee cherry or 
berry) is picked off a plant, it can never 
be anything more than what it is at that 
given moment. Nothing can make it bet¬ 
ter, goes the third-wave mantra—but 
there are an infinite number of ways to 
make it worse. 


“To a very large degree, all of us in spe¬ 
cialty coffee, our job is damage control,” 
Severson says. “We, as an industry, are 
just trying to not screw up what nature 
has blessed us with.” 

Coffee geeks speak of trailblazing com¬ 
panies such as Stumptown, Intelligentsia, 
Ritual Roasters, La Colombe and Blue Bot¬ 
tle in the same reverential tones that sports 
fans speak of the 1992 Olympic men’s 
basketball Dream Team. “We’d be in coffee 
heaven [visiting some of the trailblazers] 
and enjoying every moment of it,” recalls 
Christa Duggan, sitting with her husband 
at a table at Seventh Tea Bar as swingy, 
big-band tunes pipe in overhead. “And then 
we’d come home [to Tustin], and good cof¬ 
fee was very few and far between.” 

Both developed a taste for coffee at 
an early age. Growing up in multiple cit¬ 
ies throughout the Inland Empire, Jeff 
remembers stealing sips from his parents’ 
cups, brewed on their Mr. Coffee drip 
machine and doused with cream and 
sugar. In high school, coffee served a 
more utilitarian purpose. “Everyone pro¬ 
crastinates, but I was ridiculous,” he says 
between sips of Lucio Delgado, brewed in 
a siphon. “Often, I would start homework 
at midnight or 1 in the morning, and I 
would spend two hours on it, and then 
wake up at 6 to go to school. Coffee got 
me through this.” 

A math whiz from the start, Jeff stud¬ 
ied chemistry at UC Riverside and went 
on to work as a systems administrator. 

“I like numbers and empirical data and 
things that I can really wrap my head

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around,” he says. “I like repeatability. I 
don’t like just happening to do something 
great, and then not knowing how I did 
that and not being able to do it again.” 

His love for coffee intensified; in the 
mid-1990s, while browsing the Internet 
for a way to buy fresh-roasted coffee 
beans by mail, he stumbled upon an ad 
for “green beans.” “I thought it was odd 


elevation and processed this way. What 
would be a good starting point in terms of 
the drying period?’ Or, ‘I’m having trouble 
getting the fruit character on this coffee. 

I know that it’s there.’ It was a trouble¬ 
shooting type of thing.” 

It was as a home roaster that Jeff 
learned about the delicateness of coffee 
beans and the importance of freshness. 

“I realized that coffee can get stale,” he 
says. “Coffee two weeks after it has been 
roasted will not taste the same as it did 



that a vegetable would show up when I 
was looking for coffee,” he says. “I clicked 
on it, and it introduced this whole idea of 
sourcing raw coffee beans and roasting 
them at home.” Using a cast-iron skillet 
and instructions he found online, “I made 
a lot of crappy coffee,” he admits. “But I 
guess it was kind of romantic, like making 
beer or wine at home.” 

He kept at it, and over the years, he 
began buying fancier toys, from a shiny, 
red Sonofresco 1-pound roaster to a Died- 
rich HR-1. “I thought he was crazy getting 
a $3,000 coffee roaster for our kitchen,” 
says Christa, a bubbly Baltimore trans¬ 
plant who met Jeff at a computer-security 
training class in Costa Mesa back in 2000. 
“Can you just imagine what the delivery 
guy must have thought?”

during that two-week freshness period.” 
He also learned how to rely on his five 
senses to achieve an ideal roast. 

Friends reaped the benefits of his hobby. 
“People would come over and ask, ‘What 
do you have this week?”’ Christa recalls. 
“Our house had a very distinct smell.” 

In 2007, Jeff and Christa had a baby boy 
named Gabriel. He was born with a rare 
heart defect called hypoplastic right ven¬ 
tricle. Surgeries kept him in the hospital 
for months at a time. On days he was home, 
Christa had to drive him to therapy ses¬ 
sions. The couple was eventually forced to 
make some life changes. 

“I was like, What in the world are we 
going to do?”’ says Christa, who was run¬ 
ning the nonprofit division of a venture-cap¬ 
ital company at the time. “There was no way 
I could keep my job, and we 
needed some other income.” 

She looked to Jeff, who 
even in times of grief would 
stay up at night roasting 
coffee beans. “It was cathar¬ 
tic in a way,” Christa says. 

“Roasting has always 
been my departure,” Jeff 
adds. “It took my mind off 
stressful things in life.”

At night, under the screen name 
“Crackalicious”—a reference to the “first 
crack” step of the roasting process, when 
steam pressure builds up inside a coffee 
bean and causes it to split, creating a pop¬ 
ping noise—Duggan posted questions 
on online forums. “I’d be like, ‘Hey, I’ve 
got this new Brazil. It was grown at this 


eff Duggan had toyed 
with the idea of 
turning coffee into 
a career and decided 2009 
was the right time. He and 
Christa rented a tiny alcove of Layer 
Cake Bakery in Irvine, roasting beans 
every Saturday morning and selling them 
online to wholesale clients and on-site. 
They named the company Portola Hand¬ 
crafted Coffee Roasters after Spanish 
explorer Gaspar de Portola, who led 
the first European expedition through 
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what’s now Orange County. Nearly every 
morning, people would walk past Layer 
Cake with no thought of entering, then 
suddenly stop and peek inside thanks to 
the aromas wafting from within. Most 
had never seen raw coffee beans (which 
resemble soybeans or peanuts), so Jeff 
would put some in their 
hands and invite them to 
touch and smell them. He 
didn’t brew any of it him¬ 
self, though Layer Cake 
used the beans exclusively. 

A number of custom¬ 
ers complained the coffee 
wasn’t roasted enough. For 
Jeff, this was an opportunity 
to educate people on light- 
roasted coffee, the star of third-wave cof- 
feeshops that’s generally sweeter, brighter 
and more acidic than its scorched pre¬ 
decessors. “I told them my roast style is 
to not trample upon the beautiful flavors 
in the bean that I had worked so hard to 
source,” he says. Many listened—and then 
came back for more. 

From that little space, Portola gained 
a loyal following. “It was totally grass¬ 
roots,” Christa says. “I would just make 
friends on Twitter and be like, ‘Guess 
what? You can get fresh-roasted coffee, 
and we’ll deliver it to your house!”’ 

After about a year at Layer Cake, they 
started itching to open their own brick- 
and-mortar coffeehouse. One day, in 2010, 
Christa happened to read a blurb in Greer’s 
OC, a local events e-newsletter, about a 
new retail center called the OC Mart Mix 
opening up in Costa Mesa, an open-air 
marketplace inspired by the bustling San 
Francisco Ferry Building. Developers were 
scouting for tenants. “I was like, ‘Jeff, Jeff! 
Have you heard about this?”’ Christa says. 

They met with the landlords, Burnham 
Ward Properties, who loved the Duggans’ 
vision and signed them on. Then they 
started getting nervous. 

“I remember driving around and say¬ 
ing, ‘We can’t do this,”’ Christa recalls. 

“I was thinking, ‘Are we going to have 
no customers because all they want is a 
blended Frappuccino?”’ 


we could open without having an educa¬ 
tional approach that was far beyond any 
other coffeehouse in existence.” 

Portola Coffee Lab opened in May 
2011 and has been packed ever since. 
Jeff put together a dedicated staff 
(each barista goes through six months 


of training) and unveiled specialty 
brewing equipment that coffee geeks 
drooled over—a steampunk-esque 
siphon bar, Trifecta single-cup brewers, 
a Hario V-60 pour-over, and a show¬ 
stopping $18,000, hand-built espresso 
machine called Slayer that allowed 
baristas to highlight or mute certain 
flavors in each shot. 

It was a lot to take in for a customer 
who simply wandered in for a latte. 
Arvind Murthy, a regular from Fullerton, 
describes what the Portola experience 
is like for a first-timer. “You see all these 
very intimidating towers and siphons, 
and you have no idea what’s going on,” 
he says. “But nothing is behind walls. 

You see the process, and all the barri¬ 
ers and pretension are taken away. And 
then you have to order something. You 
can say, ‘I want a coffee.’ But you have to 
decide—do I want a Trifecta or a pour- 
over or a siphon? If you don’t say any¬ 
thing, they educate you in that 30-sec- 
ond transaction. It really opens it up.” 

S ince that first year of business, 
when writing about their coffee¬ 
making contraptions on the Por¬ 
tola blog, Jeff and the team have never 
shied away from hyperbole. “Our coffee 
roaster is saving the planet,” one head¬ 
line declared, referring to the Revela¬ 
tion. “Our espresso machine can kick

But with all the fancy specs and enor¬ 
mous price tags of the gadgetry, people 
simply wanted to know one thing: Does 
all of this make for a better drink? 

Absolutely, says Jeff. “The craft doesn’t 
change, yet I’m able to produce better and 
more consistent coffee using state-of-the- 
art technology than by merely using my 
senses. It’s not a slight—there are plenty 
of people roasting good coffee on vintage 
machines, but consistency is far more 
challenging. I’m not roasting for myself; 
I’m roasting for customers, who expect 
their coffee to be the same today as it will 
be in a month.” 

The results can be best summed up 
by the drinkers themselves. Of Portola’s 
mocha, food blogger Eatosaurus Rex 
wrote, “If there was a contraption I could 
hook up that could shoot this stuff directly 
into my mouth, I wouldn’t wear it because 
that’s super-ridiculous, but I’d prob¬ 
ably give it some serious consideration.” 
Writer Gary Ramsey wrote that the latte 
“blew my taste buds away” with “a bit of 
nuttiness, notes of chocolate with rich 
overall lingering flavors.” OC Weekly gave 
Portola the Best Coffee crown in 2011. 

For Jeff, it’s a testament to the team’s 
unyielding precision. To fine-tune their 
techniques, they roast each type of bean on 
a sample roaster (about lOOth the size of 
the full-scale roaster) anywhere from six to 
15 different ways. They then use a method 
called cupping, a ritualized blind taste test 
in which no one knows which coffee is 
on the table. “We let the coffee decide for 
itself where it should be roasted rather 


than applying our opinion,” Severson says. 
“We’ve coined the term ‘roast to flavor’ 
rather than ‘roast to profile’ simply because 
we don’t roast in that traditional way” 

They’ve used the same blind method 
to test coffee add-ons, available on a side 
counter for those who prefer them. In the 
battle of the sweeteners, raw sugar beat 
out refined sugar, and Truvia trumped 
Equal, Splenda, Stevia and Sweet’N Low. 
As for dairy, half-and-half tasted better 
in Portola coffee than whole milk and 
nonfat milk. Right now, they’re also try¬ 
ing to figure out how to make a blended, 
dairy-free milk that doesn’t distract from 
the coffee, as soy or almond milk can. 
Severson says it will be some combination 
of cashews, almonds, dates and coconuts, 
a mixture complex enough it won’t taste 
like any one of those ingredients. 

The Portola people are pushing the 
limits of coffee in other ways, too. Mix¬ 
ologists at Theorem use coffee as a cre¬ 
ative ingredient in such avant-garde con¬ 
coctions as distilled coffee, barrel-aged 
coffee, coffee sours, Italian shaved-ice 
coffee and coffee bloody Marys. “That’s 
our playground,” Jeff says. “There, we do 
stuff that we want to do, not the stuff we 
have to do.” Portola has also teamed up 
with local breweries—Beachwood, Tustin 
Brewery, the Bruery, Noble Ale Works 
and others—to create coffee-infused 
beers. (Coffee Monster, a collaboration 
with Pizza Port in Carlsbad, won a silver 
medal at the Great American Beer Fes¬ 
tival in 2011.) Baristas regularly teach 
classes such as Coffee 101 for anyone who 
wants to learn more about the crop and 
the cup. And since Portola has staked 
its ground, the Orange County coffee 
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scene has upped its game: Gypsy Den in 
Santa Ana has started brewing espresso 
from Golden State Coffee Roasters, and 
acclaimed Los Angeles-based artisan cof¬ 
fee roaster Cafecito Organico opened a 
location in Costa Mesa last year. 


Recently, Jeff 
has turned his 
focus to direct 
trade, buying 
beans directly 
from the pro¬ 
ducer. This 
allows him to 
put more profit 
in the pockets 
of coffee farm¬ 
ers than they’d 
receive under 
fair-trade stan¬ 
dards. Ninety 
percent of Por- 
tola’s coffee is 
direct trade, 
an astonish¬ 
ing amount for 
a shop of its 
size. Traveling 
through third- 
world countries 
in South America 
and Africa has 
been “life chang¬ 
ing,” Jeff says. 

“I always come 
back from a trip 
feeling different, 
appreciative. 
Things tend to 
bother me less.” While visiting Kenya 
in February, he developed a partnership 
with the Ruthaka Cooperative, a group 
of farmers and processing mills in which 
40 percent of managers are women. The 
Duggans plans to help upgrade the coop¬ 


erative’s coffee-cherry sorting beds, as 
well as other improvements. 

Back home, Jeff is working on some 
final details for a Portola coffee bar at Pro¬ 
visions Market, a new craft-beer and spe¬ 
cialty-food shop in Old Towne Orange. It 
will be a stark contrast to the original Lab. 
There will be no traditional coffee equip¬ 
ment visible; instead, everything will be 
formatted for easy interaction 
between baristas and custom¬ 
ers, giving it a feel more akin 
to a cocktail bar. As for what’s 
after that, Jeff simply says, 

“I don’t think we’re done in 
Orange County.” 

And then there’s Sev¬ 
enth Tea Bar, a modern, 
yellow-and-black space with 
design elements inspired by 
the Victorian era. A menu 
focuses on single-estate 
unblended teas, hand-picked 
from different regions 
around the world. The machine marvel 
in the room is the Alpha Dominche Ste- 
ampunk, a $15,000 computerized brewer 
that gives tea makers complete control. 
“We’re coining the phrase ‘second wave 
tea,”’ Jeff says. “In the same way that 
third-wave coffee has transformed spe¬ 
cialty coffee, no one has really taken that 
approach with tea. We’re really geeking 
out on tea brewing, every bit as much as 
we did with coffee.” 

At the World Tea Expo held this 
month at the Las Vegas Convention 
Center, Jeff paced the aisles in a sea of 
tea makers, tea buyers, shop owners and 


equipment-manufacturer representa¬ 
tives. At every turn, there were mounds 
of teas displayed on little plates, some 
stringy like ghost chili threads, others 
shimmery like dried anchovies, with 
names such as African Chai, Bamboo 
Passion and Polynesian Plunge. Exhibi¬ 
tors in various ensembles—kimonos, 
Korean hanbok, safari hats—presented 


samples of brewed tea in tiny cups. 

Jeff was searching for unique teas from 
lesser-known regions such as Nepal or 
Malaysia. He sniffed teas and tasted them. 
Meticulous sourcing, of course, is the first 
vital step. 

And then comes the science. 

“We want to really push the envelope 
and look at brewing science for no other 
reason than to produce the best cup of tea,” 
he says. “It has nothing to do with customs, 
nothing to do with tradition. There’s no 
mold for this. There’s nothing like it any¬ 
where. We’re forging our own way.”

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Counting Down the Days 


James Republic is not a clothing brand, but one of Long Beach’s 

best new restaurants

J ames Republic, the new hotel res¬ 
taurant at the Courtyard By Marriott 
in Long Beach, seems to like its jars. 
Virtually all of the desserts I tried came 
inside mason jars instead of bowls. Both 
the brisk opah poke hiding a base layer of 
creamy avocado and the seafood ceviche 
swimming in a tangy tomato broth were 
served inside French canning jars, the kind 
with a flip-top lid and metal latches, just 
for show. The only time the use of ajar 
felt practical was as the container for the 
satin-smooth, thick-as-spackle chicken- 
liver mousse I later smeared on toast 
with sweetened caramelized onions. But 
it wasn’t until I ordered the twice-baked 
potato puree—a mashed-potato dish, mind 
you—that I noticed the restaurant’s pro¬ 
clivity toward these thick glass vessels. 

Served in a tall, quart-sized jar, the puree 
reaches about halfway up. In retrospect, it’s 
actually the perfect vessel for the dish: I can’t 
think of a better way for the kitchen to show 
off that they didn’t just make an ordinary 
mound of spuds. Any old bowl would’ve 
hidden the head of foam—yes, foam—and 
the strata of what’s essentially a hot potato 
milkshake below. But the jar, the foam and 
the near-soupy consistency of the whipped 
starch were all by design. It’s supposed to 
make you think of that frothy, ultra-flavorful 
fluff right beneath the whipped butter on a 
hot baked potato. And eating it does remind 
you of exactly that, with every slobbery 
spoonful flavored by micro granules of bacon 
and toasted bits of bread crumbs floating in 
the suspension. The only time I questioned 
the use of the jar was when I realized my fin¬ 


gers weren’t long enough to squeegee every 
last bit from the bottom. 

The restaurant has other lovable quirks. 
To back up its sustainability claims, James 
Republic recycles its old menus to use 
as doilies. And thanks to this ethos—one 
it seems no new restaurant goes with¬ 
out—the menu changes daily. Named for 
Dean James Max—the empire-building, 
James Beard-nominated chef responsible 
for other high-achieving restaurants—the 
place counts the time passed since it 
opened, with its age in days printed atop 
menus and scrawled on a chalkboard near 
the kitchen. I visited on days 24,31 and 32, 
and how the menu read each day was dif¬ 
ferent from those before or after. On day 
24, the Pacific Walu—a beautifully seared 
fish from Hawaii, with snow-white flesh 
that’s as moist as the meat off a freshly 
steamed crab—came with hits of sharp goat 
cheese, sauteed broccolini and splotches of 
beet vinaigrette. A week later, it was paired 
with something entirely different. 

At my last visit, the massive bone-in 
Kurobota pork chop, which once appeared 
with a thyme jus and a grilled peach, now 
featured apple butter and a grilled apricot. 
But the supporting players mattered less 
than that the pork slabs ate as though they 
were juicy steaks, mostly because they were 
cooked as such—pan-seared to brownness 
but left slightly rare in the middle. On day 
31, I’d planned to try the crispy buttermilk 
chicken I saw the day before. But I was too 
late. I settled for the roasted chicken, which 
turned out to be bland, served alongside 
even blander oatmeal. The rustic duck stew 


that replaced a duck breast from a week 
earlier was a better, if saltier dish. 

Aside from the homemade pickled veg¬ 
etables, the potato puree and fries served in 
a greasy bag, only two main dishes seem to 
have stayed. The grilled cauliflower steak is 
vegan, but it sounds more interesting than 
it is. The farro fried rice, which comes with 
cubed fish and chunks of beef short rib in 
a bowl that’s inexplicably smeared on one 
side with cashew butter, was an otherwise 
good interpretation of the Chinese-takeout 
staple. The requisite amount of wok breath 
and soy sauce flavored the coarse, nutty 
chewiness of the grain believed to have once 
fed the ancient Romans. And so far, I’ve 
never had a salad that was less than great 
here. The best was a grilled asparagus salad 
that not only used crispy, fried fingerling 
potatoes as though croutons to good effect, 
but also proved baby kale is less bitter and 
more pleasure-filled than its grown-up state, 
which, come to think of it, also applies to 
people in general. 

For dessert, unlike the ultra-dense and 
thus misclassified chocolate panna cotta, 
the warm, sticky toffee bread pudding 
didn’t come in ajar. It’s served with a rap¬ 
idly melting rum ice cream on a plate. I ate 
it on James Republic’s creaky wooden out¬ 
door terrace as I looked toward the street— 
and forward to what day 50 will bring.

M aybe one or two labels exist to 
mark the goodies at Ikram Bakery 
in Fountain Valley, OC's only Turkish bak¬ 
ery, but there's no need forthem. Nearly 
everyone who comes into the dive knows 
what they want, will rifle off requests to 
the people behind the cash register until 
to-go bags spill over with savory and 
sweet pastries, with plastic boxes packed 
with baklava and things that resemble 
pretzels crossed with Mexican pan dulce. 
Trays fill up the sole counter, and behind 
it stand even more trays on a cart heavy 
with bread; they'll most likely be empty by 
day's end. And a display case offers mul¬ 
tiple sweets—yep, no labels there, either. 

They don't matter, even if you're not 
Turkish. Walk in clueless, as I did on my 
first visit, and the kind bakers start ask¬ 
ing questions about your preferences 
and explain each pastry. One tray on 
the counter contains turnovers called 
pogaga, fat beauties stuffed with feta 
cheese, potatoes, and minced meat or 
an eggplant-pepper mixture that lingers 
on your tongue; the bread is similar to a 
dinner roll, except softer. Another tray 
features Ikram's most popular item: simit, 
a sesame seed-covered twirl of bread 
similar to a bagel but saltier. Also popular 
are the boreks, a family of pastries made 
with phyllo dough layered around, above, 
even beneath ingredients. One resem¬ 
bles a massive baklava but contains 
cheese; others find olives dotted around 
the different layers. All of them are engi¬ 
neering marvels: filling but light, delicate 
yet sturdy. If you need a baguette or non¬ 
ethnic bread, the Ikram crew sells those 
as well—and good renditions at that. 

And if you continue to gaze at the 
pastry near the back, the one that looks 
like the child of a deep-dish pizza and 
baklava? That's the su boregi, the king 
of the boreks, a multilayered puff pastry 
brushed with butter and encasing a gar¬ 
gantuan slab of feta cheese. The owners 
will slice you off a bit if you ask; they 
know that once you eat it, once you expe¬ 
rience the crunch of the phyllo, the jar¬ 
ring saltiness of the cheese, the sweet¬ 
ness of the butter, the ultimate umami 
of it all, you'll buy a chunk. We're in the 
midst of a Turkish renaissance in Orange 
County—the Anatolian Cultures and Food 
Festival grows every year, and Turkish 
restaurants seem to open at the rate of 
one a month nowadays—so consider 
Ikram the mothership, the place where 
you can buy your daily Turkish bread.

y cooking is a reflection 
of my life, very clean and 
straightforward.” To call 
Shawn Xa confident is an understate¬ 
ment. Tell him what you are looking for in 
a meal (or not, if you’re vegan or gluten- 
free), and he’ll come up with a flavor pro¬ 
file on the spot. Situated across the street 
from CHOC, XA’s cuisine is top-notch, 
and the medical staff reaffirm this, phon¬ 
ing in orders on a regular basis. 


How do you keep the chicken so moist 
and flavorful? 

Our chicken is marinated in olive oil, fresh 
thyme, Italian parsley and fresh garlic. It’s 
seared on high heat to form a crust, then 
roasted on low heat with spices. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Steamed live crab and shrimp with hot 
chile-lime sauce, poached chicken, 
steamed spinach, steamed sweet rice 
with dried shrimp, banh tet, etc. I can’t 
list it all. It’s just too much. I love to eat. 
Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Just do what your heart desires; there is 
no right or wrong.

rea, a wine bar in a building off 
the beaten track in Placentia 
that has housed other Greek 
restaurants over the years, calls itself 
a taverna, and like other tavernas, it’s 
a place for meze, small plates of food 
to accompany wine. (Greeks get a pass 
on my usual contempt for small plates 
because meze have been around since 
Archimedes got out of his bathtub and 
ran naked, wet and screaming through 
the streets of Syracuse.) 

While there are a hell of a lot of 
tempting meze, from dips (but where is 
the taramasalata?) to salads to grilled 
brochettes, every table ought to have 
a plate—a cast-iron one that will burn 
your tootsies if you touch it—of kala¬ 
marakia (squid steak). Why? Because 
knowing how to cook fish and seafood 
simply and wonderfully is part of the 
DNA of every Greek on Earth. Squid has 
to be cooked for either 30 seconds or 
30 minutes so as to not turn into rub¬ 
ber bands, and Orea’s thick fingers of 
squid—no tiny tentacles or windsock

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Spoof Movie 

White House Down is the best parody since 

Team America

S urprising proof that Hollywood 
still can craft a memorable stu¬ 
dio comedy, Roland Emmerich’s 
White House Down stands as a singular 
achievement in parody, its auteur’s inten¬ 
tions be damned. It’s not just a pitch- 
perfect attack on every risible plot point 
afflicting today’s all-exposition-and- 
explosions filmmaking, but it’s also a mad 
liberal’s vision of an America beset by 
white wingnut terrorists, set in a sketch- 
comedy White House so broad that if 
you didn’t know Jamie Foxx was starring 
as its president you might guess it to be 
Leslie Nielsen. 

Apologies if revealing that the terror¬ 
ists are Stormfront.org types strikes you 
as a spoiler. Doing justice to the breadth 
of hilarity on display here will involve 
divulging some details, but the film is 
as crazy-dumb durable as a Twinkie. 
Lifetimes could pass with me spilling its 
secrets, and it would still sit there, spongy 
and triumphant. 

That would include celebrating, in 
point-by-point specifics, the delicious 
way everything any person says or does 
in the first half-hour pays off much later 
in the most rousing, ridiculous ways—in 
moments audiences will applaud out of 
appreciation that, at last, the most shame¬ 
less tricks of the most shameless directors 
have been exposed by a master satirist. 
Remember the hurt you felt when Spiel¬ 
berg, in that Jurassic Park sequel, threw 


a set of uneven bars into a dino-island 
storage shed just so the acrobatic skills 
the tween daughter had mentioned on the 
mainland could come back to dispatch 
those raptors? A bit of flag-team hero¬ 
ism in White House Down does to that 
moment what Airplane did to Airport, 
what Walk Hard did to Walk the Line, 
what Emmerich’s own The Day After 
Tomorrow did to real global warming. 

The tragic is inflated to sublime comedy. 

(Sorry: spoiler for Jurassic Park: The 
Lost World.) 

Anyway, if a stupid moment has turned 
up in too many movies, it’s here, too, only 
funnier. I probably shouldn’t mention 
that a straight-arrow character’s weirdly 
comic ringtone—“The Spanish Flea”!— 
heard in the first 15 minutes might hap¬ 
pen to be crucial in the last 10. Or that 
there’s key exposition embedded in the 
scene in which a know-it-all kid schools 
a White House tour guide—a tour guide 
who later stands up to armed, murder¬ 
ing terrorists to defend a precious vase. 
(Pronounced vahzz, of course, just as 
Margaret Dumont would. She was also in 
comedies!) Or the way Emmerich—whose 
other comic mode is idiot destruction a la 
Jonathan Winters at the gas station in IPs 
a Mad, Mad, Mad, Mad World— actually 
finds a way to stage a car chase without 
leaving the White House. Three armored 
SUVs circle the North Lawn Fountain, 
akin to Chevy Chase’s family stuck in the 


Parisian roundabout in European Vaca¬ 
tion, which is nowhere near as funny as 
this movie. Then the president of the 
United States fires a rocket launcher out 
the window of a car while terrorists are 
machine-gunning him—a vicious bur¬ 
lesque, perhaps, of Harrison Ford’s Presi¬ 
dent Bad-Ass back in Air Force One. 

There is a story to all this. Set in a 
science-fiction America where nobody’s 
ever seen Die Hard, White House Down 
imagines that, in the name of peace, wise 
President Jamie Foxx has asked Congress 
to pull every American troop from the 
Middle East because he has struck a bar¬ 
gain with the new president of Iran. The 
opposition party’s speaker of the house 
objects, for some reason. Meanwhile, 
Channing Tatum (playing a character

whose name I bet he, too, would have to 
look up) is visiting the White House with 
his YouTubing scamp of an estranged 
daughter (Joey King)—a devastating cri¬ 
tique of movies’ impossible children. 

Tatum, playing a war-hero D.C. cop, 
interviews for a job with the Secret Ser¬ 
vice and is told by his old friend Maggie 
Gyllenhaal that, ick, he’s too working- 
class to guard the president because he 
got Cs in college. So, his dreams shot, his 
daughter not believing in him, Tatum 
slumps along with a White House tour, 
his overcooked plight skewering a com¬ 
mon fallacy of Hollywood heroism: Every 


one of this character’s personal problems 
are solved by the bad guys’ evil scheming. 

Just in time, cue the terrorists, who 
are actually more than mere right-wing 
cranks. I won’t spill their leaders’ affilia¬ 
tion, but I will give this hint: It’s with one 
of the industrial complexes. 

From there, we get the most sharply 
observed spoof comedy since Team 
America. All the conventions of PG-13 
suspense films take their well-deserved 
knocks: The dozens of dead hardly bleed, 
the word fuck is only spat once during the 
greatest crisis America’s ever faced, chil¬ 
dren endlessly weep with guns in their 
faces. (“What monsters would take this 
material seriously?” the movie seems to 
be asking.) Eventually, Foxx and Tatum 
team up, kill some assholes, tenderly treat 
each other’s wounds, and leave you hop¬ 
ing the producers ponied up for the rights 
to play “I Will Always Love You.” The 
shootouts aren’t as clear or funny as the 
ones in those paintball episodes of Com¬ 
munity, but you’ve seen much worse. 

My favorite bit: Foxx says, early on, 
in a bang-on parody of a vapid hopeful 
speech, his peace plan will prove the 
pen is mightier than the sword. Later 
(spoiler!), in the Oval Office, the chief bad 
guy quotes that back. Guess what non¬ 
weapon object President Foxx then jabs 
into his neck. Come on—guess! 

Often, the hilarity is indisputably 
intentional. A fun drinking game: Once 
the dramatic 8-minute countdown clock 
starts, estimate how long it takes to get 
near zero. I guess at least 25 minutes. 


WHITE HOUSE DOWN 
was directed by Roland Emmerich; written by 
James Vanderbilt; and stars Channing Tatum, 
Jamie Foxx, Joey King, Maggie Gyllenhaal, 
Jason Clarke, Richard Jenkins and James 
Woods. Rated PG-13. 
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AFTER EARTH While at heart a Pinkett- 
Smith family bonding project, the kind 
of sci-fi play therapy Big Willie and 
son would get up to if they had a holo- 
deck, the dreary After Earth still bears 
the stamp of authorship of M. Night 
Shyamalan, its director. There's the 
handsome scenecraft, those smartly 
constructed revelations and jump 
scares, often sprung on you during a 
shot that seems to be about something 
else. (Recall the kitchen drawers and 
cabinets that suddenly all open in The 
Sixth Sense —and recall that young 
writer/director's promise.) There's 
that glum high seriousness and that 
insistence upon lit-class symbolism, 
no matter how risible. And there's 
Shyamalan's principled refusal to sub¬ 
ordinate his ideas to narrative logic. 
Just minutes after being told that the 
planet he's crashed-landed on under¬ 
goes a fatal hard-freeze every single 
night, the hero leaps into a river—the 
water's not bad. The kid (Jaden Smith) 
has to dash through some 100 kilome¬ 
ters of verdant Mystery Planet, while 
dad—stern, joyless, the Fresh Prince 
now a dour warrior king—grumbles 
junk cribbed from acting classes, 
Dianetics, and Tom Cruise's scenes 
in Magnolia: "Root yourself in this 
moment now. Stop, smell. What do you 
feel?" Jaden might face online wrath 
for his performance especially thanks 
to the pinched-up accent he's forced 
to adopt. He's a kid asked to do the 
extraordinary: compel us as he pre¬ 
tends to do ridiculous bullshit. As Will 
Smith coldly instructs him to feel, to 
root in this moment now, to master his 
own creation, I felt the purest horror I 
ever have at a Shyamalan film: What 
if this is what Jaden Smith's life is 
actually like? (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

BEFORE MIDNIGHT For many people, 
particularly those who were in their 
twenties at the time of its release, 
Richard Linklater's 1995 Before 
Sunrise —in which Julie Delpy and 
Ethan Hawke play young tourists who 
fold a lifetime of romance (and plenty 
of arguing) into one night—is one of 
those secret movies we keep in our 
pockets like lucky coins. For others, 
2004's Before Sunset, which reunites 
Hawke's Jesse and Delpy's Celine 
in Paris and ends with one hell of a 
cliffhanger, is the treasure. Now along 
comes the painfully articulate Before 


Midnight. Proceed with caution, tis¬ 
sues, and possibly wearing armor. 
Here, Celine and Jesse—now together 
although not married—head off to a 
romantic hotel, free from their kids, 
where Celine's frustrations explode in 
a diatribe melding thousands of years 
of female oppression with the every¬ 
day anxieties of raising twins. She 
turns on Jesse with such vengeance 
that she nearly crushes their union. 

The original tagline for Before Sunrise 
was "Can the greatest romance of 
your life last only one night?" Here 
Celine raises a horrible counterpoint: 
Can you destroy the person you love 
most in less than an hour? Her suffer¬ 
ing is real; it's her choice of words, 
their heat-seeking precision, that 
makes you want to take her by the 
shoulders and shout "STOP!" Celine 
does most of the talking, but it's 
really Hawke's movie—we see in his 
eyes how Celine's misery cuts him. 

Her anguish is his failure. Jesse still 
dresses and carries himself like a kid, 
but adulthood has hit him hard, like a 
crack to the jaw, perhaps just now. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE BUNG RING At their best, Sofia 
Coppola's movies, so unassumingly 
tensile and precise, live in the pres¬ 
ent instead of just reflecting it. And 
that's precisely where The Bling Ring 
fails. Coppola adapted the script from 
a 2010 Vanity Fair article by Nancy 
Jo Sales, documenting the crimes of 
a bunch of fairly well-off kids who 
couldn't resist the allure of celebrity 
stuff: They repeatedly broke into the 
houses of lip-glosserati like Lindsay 
Lohan, Rachel Bilson, and Paris Hilton, 
making off with more than $3 million 
in cash, watches, clothing, jewelry, 
and shoes. Here, ambitious wannabes 
Marc (Israel Broussard), Rebecca 
(Katie Chang), and others played by 
Emma Watson and Taissa Farmiga 
Google celebs to find out who's out of 
town and then break-and-enter one 
fancy manse after another. Hilton's 
lair is the ne plus ultra —the celebu- 
tante actually allowed Coppola to film 
there—boasting a separate room lined 
floor-to-ceiling with those blobby¬ 
looking Christian Louboutin platforms 
so beloved by women with crap taste 
and pots of money. The girls aren't 
the only ones who preen in these My 
Little Pony hooves; Marc flaunts a pair 
of hot-pink patent leather numbers, 
in the process betraying a touch of 
almost poignant gender confusion. The 
picture is a departure for Coppola, a 
half-appalled, half-amused piece of 
social reportage—it lacks the illusive 
pastry layers of mood and tone of 
Somewhere or Marie Antoinette. 


Perhaps that's why it's almost impos¬ 
sible to know what Coppola is trying to 
say, or how she feels about her char¬ 
acters. It's as if she found her way to 
the material and discovered, too late, 
that it was an empty, glossy shell. (R)

FILL THE VOID Rama Burshtein's Fill the 
Void opens on green leaves, smiling 
faces, lush billows of fabric that when 
pieced together, the sensuous images 
accumulating into a fuller picture, 
become a wedding dress, tulle and 
silk diffusing the glow. Engagements, 
weddings, births, and deaths: This film 
is a more traditional kind of marriage 
plot than you might expect in 2013, 
and Burshtein has cited Jane Austen 
as a major influence. Even within 
the sometimes intimate, sometimes 
suffocatingly close Hasidic Jewish 
community of Tel Aviv, where these 
life cycle events take place, love is 
not easy. And from the dense, textured 
carpet of her characters' emotions, 
Burshtein draws gorgeous threads and 
holds them to the light. The film cen¬ 
ters around 18-year-old Shira (Hadas 
Yaron), who is about to be engaged 
when her older sister Esther (Renana 
Raz) dies in childbirth. Esther leaves 
behind a tiny son and a grieving hus¬ 
band (Yochay, played by Yiftach Klein); 
Shira's mother (Irit Sheleg) is unwill¬ 
ing to lose a grandchild to Yochay's 
inevitable remarriage, so she devises 
a plan to wed Shira to Yochay. A fum¬ 
bling courtship follows. Shira's painful, 
tightly wound interactions with Yochay 
make clear that she's still a child, 
unable to articulate what she wants 
or make herself vulnerable to him, 
while a weary Yochay desires only to 
be wanted and cared for in return. The 
Hasidic community is never shown 
interacting with society at large, only 
moving through it out of necessity. 

And that insularity—the void—results 
in deep psychic pain for the people 
trapped within its rigid structure, even 
as that structure supports them. (Not 
Rated) Diana Clarke. Regency South 
Coast Village, Santa Ana. 

FRANCES HA New York is a cruel 
and beautiful place, just as 27 is a 
cruel and beautiful age. In Frances 
Ha, Greta Gerwig plays a woman 
who's feeling the weight of both. 
Frances is an aspiring dancer who 
has reached the age when "aspiring" 
really means not cutting it. Life with 
her best friend and roommate, Sophie 
(Mickey Sumner) has taken on the 
dull glow of old cutlery swiped from 
the college dining hall—"We're the 
lesbian couple that doesn't have sex 
anymore," Frances observes. When 
Sophie moves out to live with her 


boyfriend, Frances finds herself adrift, 
shoehorning herself into new room¬ 
mate situations. She is lacks a job and 
resources: Encountering a transaction 
that requires a credit card, which she 
of course doesn't have, she blurts, 

"I'm not a real person yet." At what 
age does one become a real person? 
Frances Ha may be director Noah 
Baumbach's tenderest movie, at least 
among his most recent ones. Shot 
digitally on the fly, its New York streets 
rendered in satiny black-and-white, 
the film is a patchwork of details that 
constitute a sort of dating manual, one 
that fortifies you for all the crap you 
have to deal with when you're a young 
person in love with a city that doesn't 
always love you back. Frances moves 
from here to there without flinching, 
but as Gerwig (who co-wrote with 
Baumbach) plays her, there's always a 
cellophane layer of wistfulness behind 
her optimism. When you want things 
you can't name, how do you search 
for them? (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

HANNAH ARENDT Pouncing on the 
chance to cover the 1961 trial of Adolf 
Eichmann, resulting in her controver¬ 
sial pronouncement about the dispar¬ 
ity between "the mediocrity of the 
man" and "the horror of the deeds," 
the writer/philosopher Hannah Arendt 
is brought to life by a mesmerizing 
Barbara Sukowa in Margarethe von 
Trotta's film. Despite all its scenes of 
ideas thrashed out at cocktail par¬ 
ties and in the office of New Yorker 
editor William Shawn (a droll Nicolas 
Woodson), and barnburner lectures at 
the New School where Arendt taught, 
Hannah Arendt mostly forestalls any 
complaints of talkiness, and it avoids 
the static portrayal of writers at work. 
(There is still too much smoking-while¬ 
thinking.) Squaring your own past with 
reporting duties is a theme—Arendt, a 
Jew, was a detention camp survivor— 
and ur-woman's director Margarethe 
von Trotta, in a 30-year creative 
partnership with Sukowa, adds smart, 
grown-up girl talk about men, mar¬ 
riage, and careers with Arendt's 
loyal friend, Mary McCarthy (a zingy 
Janet McTeer). Good, because Arendt 
meets painful opposition from other 
lifelong colleagues when she declares 
Eichmann merely obedient, incapable 
of envisioning the next horrendous 
step in his bureaucratic duties con¬ 
structing the Holocaust. Historical 
footage of the twitchy Eichmann in 
his protective glass cage echoes the 
film's dark re-enactment of his kidnap¬ 
ping from Argentina, mirrored later 
as Israeli secret forces track down 
Arendt on an early morning walk, try- 
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ing to strong-arm her into suppressing 
Eichmann in Jerusalem: A Report on 
the Banality of Evil. It's the one time 
the courageous Arendt, here more 
quicksilver than arrogant (as she is 
reported to have occasionally been), 
looks scared. (Not Rated) Marsha 
McCreadie. Regency South Coast 
Village, Santa Ana. 

A HIJACKING Until 2005 or so, no one 
thought much about modern piracy of 
the high-seas variety. But then Somali 
pirates began attacking merchant 
ships with increasing frequency, seiz¬ 
ing vessels and holding their crews 
hostage for outlandish sums. Danish 
director Tobias Lindholm's wiry, neatly 
crafted thriller A Hijacking wrests fact 
into the shape of believable fiction, 
although the movie is most remarkable 
for everything it doesn't show: We 
never see, for example, the pirates 
clambering aboard the victimized ship. 
One minute it's business as usual—the 
cook hustling about the galley, ascer¬ 
taining just how the captain takes 
his coffee—and then, suddenly, the 
pirates are just there. Their almost 
vaporous appearance 
makes their presence 
especially sinister. 

Lindholm frames 
his story through 
two key figures: 
the cook, Mikkel 
(Pilou Asbaek) 
and Peter (Soren 
Mailing), the ship¬ 
ping company's 
straight-arrow CEO 
in Copenhagen. He's 
the guy who must 
negotiate by phone with 
the marauders, who 
employ an unnervingly 
smooth spokesper¬ 
son, Omar (Abdihakin 
Asgar). Lindholm keeps A 
Hijacking spinning expertly 
between two poles, 

Mikkel's increasing emo¬ 
tional fragility and Peter's 
stalwart efforts to keep the 
negotiations cool, even 
when he begins losing 
his own. Asbaek brings 
an air of cautious jovial¬ 
ity to the role of Mikkel, 
and Mailing makes you 
care about the otherwise 
boring dude in the suit: 
he comes off as a cold 
dollars-and-cents guy 
in the movie's early min¬ 
utes, only to transform 
into a principled busi¬ 
nessperson who actually 
gives a damn about the 


people who help line his pockets. Then 
again, he cares because he's forced 
to: It takes a brutal hostage situation 
for him to recognize the worth of his 
employees. (Not Rated) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Edwards WestparkS, Irvine. 

THE INTERNSHIP Eager young people 
can't find jobs; qualified older people 
can't find jobs. There's nothing funny 
about that, which is exactly why 
someone ought to be making com¬ 
edies about it. The Internship, in which 
downtrodden old-school salespeople 
Vince Vaughn and Owen Wilson enter 
the 21st century and land intern¬ 
ships at Google, might have been 
just the palliative for this sad state 
of affairs. But do you really want to 
drop 10 precious shekels (or more) 
on a movie so desperately unfunny it 
makes you want to slit your wrists? 

I laughed exactly once, at a moment 
when Vaughn's character performs a 
Google search using the words "jobs 
for people with few skills." If you've 
been there yourself, you'll probably 
find this funny, too. But mostly, it's 
depressing to watch two reasonably 
gifted comic actors play clueless 
oldies who just can't get the hang 
of this brand-new Internet thing. 
Luddite numbnuts Billy (Vaughn) 
and Nick (Wilson) decide the 
path to riches lies in the World 
Wide Web, and they somehow 
land an online interview with 
Google. The internship com¬ 
mittee takes pity, and before 
long, Billy and Nick land at the 
company's headquarters, where 
they're forced to attend corporate 
brainwashing sessions while wear¬ 
ing stupid propeller beanies, all in the 
hopes of landing a job. They're also, of 
course, lumped in with a bunch of kids 
some 20 years their junior. Vaughn and 
Wilson look out of place and uncom¬ 


fortable—they're not just playing 
two getting-older guys who need to 
jump-start their careers, they're acting 
out a personal pantomime of middle- 
age discomfort that's unpleasant to 
watch. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

THE KINGS OF SUMMER Sitcoms, 
especially since Seinfeld, have a 
way of getting audiences to root for 
jerks. The Kings of Summer attempts 
to pull off the same narrative trick 
by getting us to mistake 15-year-old 
protagonist, Joe (Nick Robinson), for 
a scamp instead of a sullen little shit, 
even when he calls his widower dad's 
girlfriend a "spider woman you found 
in the gutter." Joe thinks his gruff, 
sarcastic father (Nick Offerman, play¬ 
ing a less noble variation of Parks and 
Recreation's Ron Swanson) is totally 
ruining his life, so he moves into a 
fantasy cabin—complete with a loft 
and air hockey table—with his athletic 
best friend, Patrick (Gabriel Basso), 
and a nonsense-spouting ethnic car¬ 
toon named Biaggio (Moises Arias)— 
one of the two dark-skinned, asexual 
characters the film prods us to laugh 
at. To clinch all the Urkel-era cliches, 
Joe and Patrick run away by telling 
their parents they're sleeping over at 
each other's house. For a while, the 
teenagers live in a Boys' Life para¬ 
dise, jumping into lakes, dueling with 
swords, and sneaking off to Boston 
Market to retrieve dinner. But their 
idyll evaporates with the arrival of a 
popular blond girl (Erin Moriarty)—do 
teenage boys in movies ever fall for 
anyone else?—who unwittingly pits 
Joe and Patrick against each other. 
Joe's conflicts with his friend and 
father lead to a tense, funny, mettle¬ 
testing climax, but the ending is more 
cornball than Tony Danza. The film's 
grown-up world—populated by the 


tart, shticky likes of Offerman, 
Megan Mullally, Alison Brie, and 
Mary Lynn Rajskub—a lot more 
interesting than its pimple-faced 
counterpart. (R) Inkoo Kang.

MAN OF STEEL Zack Snyder's Man 
of Steel is a movie event with 
an actual movie inside, crying to 
get out. Despite its preposterous 
self-seriousness, its overgrown, 
CGI'ed-to-death climax, and its 
desperate efforts to depict the 
destruction of, well, everything 
on Earth, there's greatness in 
this retelling of the origin of 
Superman, moments of intimate 
grandeur, some marvelous, subtle 
acting, and a superhero costume 
that's a feat of mad mod genius. 
There's almost a story here. And 
the actors, including the picture's 
quietly dazzling star, Henry Cavill, 
do their damnedest to draw it 
out. But there's no stopping what 
comic-book movies have become, 
especially those bearing the 
royal seal of Dark Knight auteur 
Christopher Nolan. (He's one of 
Man of Steel's producers and 
also helped develop the story.) 

In Man of Steel, the titan in the 
red cape is almost a distraction 
from the movie's larger mission 
to impress us with its spectacle 
and vague, lofty ideals. And once 
Michael Shannon's General Zod 
shows up on Earth with his dumb 
little goatee, you know it will 
only get bigger and emptier. It's a 
relief just to watch the actors act 
once in a while, and thankfully, 
Snyder is astute enough to punch 
some breathing holes in this 
steel-clad colossus. Amy Adams 
is a fine, no-nonsense Lois Lane; 
she makes nosiness sultry. And 
Kevin Costner and Diane Lane, 
in their depiction of heartland 
parents, turn corn-pone dialogue 
golden. No wonder their pensive, 
angst-ridden kid grows up to be 
Henry Cavill, so who grounds the 
movie. His Superman is more a 
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listener than a talker. That's probably 
what happens when you have X-ray 
vision, and you can see Cavill soaking 
it all in. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

MONSTERS UNIVERSITY Terrorizing 
children in their bedrooms remains the 
existential concern of the toothy blobs, 
hams, and pop-pom-furred Wild Things 
that populate the Monsters movies, 
many of whom look like gummy noth¬ 
ings long stuck to the bottom of Pixar's 


junk drawer. Their very lives depend 
upon coaxing night-screams from 
human kids, a premise rich enough 
for Seuss or Borges. Is it too much to 
ask, then, that Monsters University on 
occasion suggest the shivery fear and 
pleasure of imaginative childhood anx¬ 
ieties? Or that the hundreds of techni¬ 
cians and story-wranglers involved in 
this brilliantly engineered, occasionally 
hilarious riot of gags and chases and 
pull-hard-on-your-bootstraps moraliz¬ 


ing might, just once, glance up against 
the artistry and honesty of Maurice 
Sendak's wild rumpus—or even The 
Incredibles ? Still, even when Pixar 
isn't aspiring to an idea, it has a way 
with genre. This time we see the col¬ 
lege days of the monsters of Monsters 
Inc., which is diverting once the movie 
settles into a Revenge of the Nerds- 
style frat showdown. There's a relent¬ 
less, grating sunniness to the opening 
scenes, as Mike (the eye-stalk voiced 
by Billy Crystal) natters about how he's 
going to measure up to the school's 
legacy by becoming the best scary 
monster he can be, a passion that's 
not especially compelling. As with the 
Cars pictures, Monsters University 
feels not like the work of artists eager 
to express something but like that 
of friendly pros whose existence 
depends on getting a rise out the 
kids. It's like the scares Mike springs 
on those sleeping tykes: technically 
impressive but a job un-anchored to 
anything more meaningful—at least 
until the last minutes, which are lovely.

MUD Has anyone ever been so perfectly 
cast as Matthew McConaughey in 
Dazed and Confused ? Sculpted entirely 
of charisma and cheekbones yet still 
seedier than a stash of gym-locker 
pot, McConaughey's radiant stoner 
exemplified high school promise gone 
bad. he looked like the little man of 
top of trophies, just horny, stupid, 
sapped of ambition, and only likely 
to use his physical gifts for the least 
public-spirited of ends. Mud, written 
and directed by Jeff Nichols, is the 
latest in McConaughey's campaign for 
re-consideration as a great American 
actor. He plays full burnout, a starving 
fugitive hiding out on a small island 
in the Mississippi. When discovered 
by a pair of likable local kids, Ellis 
(Tye Sheridan) and Neckbone (Jacob 
Lofland), McConaughey lays out the 
back story you might wish was more 
original. There's a woman he's waiting 
for, a crime of chivalrous passion, the 
usual thugs out to get him. Will the 
kids keep his secret—and even help 
him get where he's going? The mode 
here is boys' adventure, the Twain 
and the Great Expectations mixed up 
with rural naturalism. The boys talk 
about "titties" and wear camo pants; 
early on we see them pilot a small 
boat down the tributary they live on 
and into the great Mississippi itself, a 
rousing sequence that suggests the 
danger and wildness of the adulthood 
they're surging toward. At moments 
like this, Mud is honest and involving, 
touched with life as it's actually lived. 
Too bad that it settles into melodrama. 
The climax feels copy-pasted from epi¬ 
sodes of Justified, the action comically 
out of proportion to the small story 
preceding it. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl.

NOWYOU SEE ME Something's mis¬ 
guided about a film built around magic 
in the digital era. When Georges 
Melies transferred illusions to cinema 
his trickery was stunning, but with 
every DVD-extras documentary about 
CGI they see, contemporary audi¬ 
ences become increasingly difficult to 
impress. Such considerations might 
have benefitted Now You See Me, 

Louis Leterrier's manic magic-heist 
film following the bank-robbing travails 
of a four-magician team (anchored 
by charming Jesse Eisenberg, whose 
talents extend beyond portraying the 
neuroses-riddled). Various magic 
tricks are demonstrated excitingly, 
if not convincingly—again, all those 
CGI wizards—as the group teleports 
Euros from Paris to Las Vegas, makes 
safe-filled rooms appear empty, and 
instantaneously changes bank account 
balances. The bargain struck with 


Leterrier is a loan on credit—the 
viewer will suspend disbelief if its 
clear the filmmakers will pay them 
back with a satisfying explanation. 
Here, problems arise. Whereas the 
purpose of a magic trick is its own 
entertainment, a film that raises cru¬ 
cial narrative questions is expected 
to answer them. When functioning 
like a magic trick, this breathlessly 
entertaining picture delights in its 
showmanship, but the more enter¬ 
taining the trickery, the tougher the 
explanation, and when the truth is 
revealed the answer can't help but fail 
to satisfy. And like a magic trick, many 
of its visuals are captivating—but the 
structure of a magic trick is ill-suited 
to cinema. (PG-13) Zachary Wigon.

PANDORA'S PROMISE Like its gaggle 
of former anti-nuke environmentalists 
who've now switched sides, Pandora's 
Promise takes the form of a traditional 
liberal pop-doc while proffering a 
decidedly nonconformist message. The 
case for nuclear power as the solution 
to both the planet's rapidly escalating 
energy needs and the climate change 
produced by fossil fuels and natural 
gas is aggressively, and somewhat 
convincingly, made by writer/director 
Robert Stone. His doc bolsters his 
stance via a group of experts who 
have abandoned their prior activist 
assumptions about nuclear energy 
(and radiation) in the face of suppos¬ 
edly overwhelming evidence that it's 
actually safe and clean. Investigating 
Chernobyl, Three Mile Island, and the 
recent fallout from Fukushima while 
also delivering mounds of data about 
the boundless possibilities afforded by 
the technology— as well as confront¬ 
ing the fears surrounding it, most of 
which are rooted in its World War II 
bomb origins—the film deploys the 
usual mixture of talking heads, graph¬ 
ics, and archival footage to compelling 
effect. Alas, its argument against 
fear-driven orthodoxy is undercut by 
the fact that, as with so many of this 
sub-genre's entrants, there are no 
substantial competing voices included 
in the mix, so that the proceedings, no 
matter how logical their contentions, 
come off as merely one side of the 
debate. (Not Rated) Nick Schager.

THE PURGE The hook of this R-rated 
horror film would also work for a 
superior young-adult novel. A decade 
from now, the U.S. has mostly solved 
its crime and unemployment problems 
with one Hunger Game s-style tweak: 
On one night in March it's perfectly 
legal for Americans to kill anyone 
they want to. With the wealthy locked 
down in their homes, it's the poor who 
tend to die on purge night, often at the 
hands of gangs of "hunters" shouting 
things like "Die, homeless pig!" The 
movie disapproves of this behavior 
but lends it ugly credence in the 
implication that the economy is boom¬ 
ing thanks to the elimination of what 
Paul Ryan would call "the takers." As 
always in YA, one sensitive kid figures 
out that all of society is evil or phonies 
or whatever. In this case it's the excel¬ 
lent Max Burkholder, playing a likable 
inventor geek holed up with his family 
to wait out purge night. After some 
misadventures, he sees a black home¬ 
less man (Edwin Hodge) running down 
the street of their ritzy subdivision. The 
man screams "Help me!" Gunshots 
crack in the night. The kid, not up on 
his Ayn Rand, disables the elaborate 
security system and invites the man 
inside. Think Guess Who's Coming to 
Be a Moral Quandary? Soon, a lynch 
mob demands the man be surren¬ 
dered—or the family be killed. Writer/ 
director James DeMonaco wrings this 
for some memorably tense scenes, but 
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all this big-idea drama soon gives way 
to too many scenes of Ethan Hawke 
dispatching more faceless adversaries 
than is justifiable in a film committed 
to reminding us of the horribleness 
of violence. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THIS IS THE END The formula for studio 
comedies the last 20 years has been 
simple: Dude acts like a dick for an 
hour, turns blandly sweet toward the 
end, and then everyone on the DVD 
commentary can claim to have made 
a movie about redemption. Perhaps 
Seth Rogen and Evan Goldberg's 
wrath-of-God hang-out flick This Is 
the End can kill redemption cold. A 
deeply nondenominational Left Behind 
rip, the film makes absurdly literal the 
prick-becomes-a-man plotting that has 
held sway since Billy Madison. Here, 
it's judgment day, and our schlubby 
everydudes (playing themselves, who 
aren't everydudes at all) are holed up 
for the apocalypse in James Franco's 
compound. After much talk of where 
it's appropriate to ejaculate, the lugs— 
including Rogen, Jay Baruchel, Jonah 
Hill, Craig Robinson, and Franco—real¬ 
ize the obvious: Good people have 
already been raptured, and these guys 
haven't. ("I'm an actor," one moans 
in disbelief. "I bring people joy!") If 
they want a happy ending, and not 
to be devoured by horizon-straddling 
hellbeasts with schoolbus-sized phal- 
luses, they'll have to stop being dicks 
and give the universe a reason to love 
them. Baruchel treats us to a winning 
shy-dude turn reminiscent of his itchy, 
appealing work years back on Judd 
Apatow's TV comedy Undeclared, 
and when all the cock-talk lets up, 
Rogen and Goldberg parade memo¬ 
rable surprises. There are ridiculous 
cameos (Emma Watson spits "fuck" 
like the word still means something), 
shock-effect horror kills (often of those 
cameo-ing actors), and stoned riffs on 
The Exorcist and Pineapple Express. 
Especially pleasurable are the light, 
hilarious gags on the cluelessness 
of Hollywood actors, especially from 
Jonah Hill, who has rarely been 
this disarming. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

WORLD WAR Z Subtlety is probably too 
much to expect from Marc Forster's 
World WarZ. This is massive-scale 
3D filmmaking, and in that context, 
some of it works like gangbusters. 

The world is destroyed by a virus that 
turns people into zombies. Within 12 
seconds of being bitten by an infected 
host, any human becomes a twisted, 
soulless creature with cloudy, heroin- 
addict eyes, motivated only by a rav¬ 
enous need to tear into healthy flesh. 
Brad Pitt plays a New York City family 
man who strives to protect his kids 
from these fearsome drones, at first by 
sticking close but later by leaving. The 
best way to save them, he realizes, is 
to serve the greater good and find the 
source of the killer virus. It's all pretty 
noble, and if nothing else, World War 
Z shows off some horrifically effec¬ 
tive filmmaking: An early sequence, in 
which Pitt's Gerry figures out some¬ 
thing has gone terribly wrong as he's 
driving his wife (Mireille Enos) and 
two generically adorable daughters 
in Manhattan, is that rare evocation 
of chaos that isn't chaotic itself. The 
picture tangles with some potentially 
fascinating geopolitical ideas but 
doesn't know what to do with them. It 
does make good use of Pitt, who has 
in the years since his reign as Sexiest 
Man Alive turned casualness into a 
discernible, potent style. In World War 
Z, he's a deeply comforting presence, 
the dad who promises to take care of 
everything—everything!—and actually 
manages to do so.

Laguna Art Museum’s latest exhibit uses everything 
from frogs to cupcakes to question our culture fetish

ight Club fans will find much to 
appreciate amid the anarchy and 
anxiety of “Faux Real,” the new 
exhibition at Laguna Art Museum. Clev¬ 
erly curated by Grace Kook-Anderson, 
the show splits into six pliable sections 
that blend easily into one another, broken 
up by just a bare minimum of placards 
with her musings on them. Ostensibly 
about tromp l’oeil, or the artistic tricking 
of the eye, “Faux” is about much more 
than what’s on the surface, as its 19 art¬ 
ists slow you down so you can stop to see 
the everyday as something extraordinary, 
using the silly and seemingly inconse¬ 
quential to make sobering reflections 
on the country’s (and Orange County’s) 
consumer-culture fetish. 

A close look at Richard Shaw’s porce¬ 
lain still lifes reveals a host of impressive 
detailing that easily sells the illusion of 
reality, given away only by the glinted 
shine of the overglaze: the degraded 
surface of an animal skull, books with 
their dust jackets flaking at the edges, a 
half-filled glass of amber booze, a cigar 
box that looks as though it once held a 
box of children’s crayons or a pack of 
Camels next to a pair of burnt matches 
(Still Life With Skull and Glass, Book-Jar 
With Paperback and Walnuts, and Past 
Habits, 2009-2010). The pile of junk on 
an opposite table (Lauren DiCioccio’s 
mixed media Still Life, 2013) also disori¬ 
ents: What one might initially dismiss 
as a crumpled water bottle, a memo 
pad and pencil, a busted clock or some 
ragged magazines are instead carefully 
embroidered cotton, felt or silk items, all 
tinged with the sadness that abandoned or 
neglected objects always seem to carry. 

Tiny marvels of ingenuity, the pieces 
stagger the mind at the hours and labor 
it must have taken to put them together. 
The bright acrylic colors of the food items 
in Libby Black’s Goyard Bag With Produce

(2012) have a childlike feel until you notice 
they’re stuffed into a high-priced designer 
bag. The necessary and nourishing con¬ 
tained within the exorbitant and unneces¬ 
sary-all built from otherwise-fragile hot- 
glued paper—feels perfectly at home just 
down the street from Fashion Island. 

Pop Art food rears its delightful head 
with David Gilhooly’s obsessive frog 
ceramics. The colorful little creatures 
infest a broad array of foods, from tacos 
and cupcakes to a Whitman Sampler- 
styled box of chocolates. Half-cartoon/ 
half-gross-out, his work conjures ques¬ 
tions about what might be lurking in 
your food. There’s also a touch of that oh, 
cool!/ick! factor in Michael Arcega’s 2008 
SPAM/MAPS: Oceania, with the artist 
using dried luncheon meat and pins as a 
commentary on the commercial spread of 
the questionably nutritious, precooked- 
meat product. Julie Bozzi’s preoccupation 
with all things carbohydrate—ceram¬ 
ics and oil paintings of doughnuts and 
Mexican pastries such as pan de muerto 
and Nine Pan Dulce— is less about the 
food than the comfort and ritual that 
accompanies it, and I get that, but the 
picture frames holding the images are 
more elaborate and artful than the images 
themselves, and her work takes up too 


much of a gallery better used by other art¬ 
ists. I felt the same way about Jean Lowe’s 
installation You Deserve It!: Designed to 
be a mixed-media acknowledgment of 
the quiet desperation inherent in 99-cent 
stores, the bare shelving save three coffee 
mugs, single painting and cases of stacked 
beer just feels too skimpy in the large gal¬ 
lery to have the impact of her better work. 

Comfort gets the evil eye in Cheryl 
Ekstrom’s 2007 stainless-steel castings 
Eames Chair and Ottoman, Large Bean Bag 
and Marshmallow Sofa. The pieces revel 
in the creases and wear caused by the bod¬ 
ies that rested on the original furniture, 
but the now-intolerant surfaces freezes 
them into inspired torture devices. Amy 
Caterina’s delicious mixed-media social 
commentary Doomsday Bunker follows 
suit with its giant cupcake design, security 
cameras poking out from the “frosting.” 
Inside, the shelter’s rations are wrapped 
in pink tea cozies amid shag carpeting, 
making the claustrophobic space resemble 
a little girl’s playhouse refuge. It’s easy 
to overlook the surveillance cameras of 
Sandow Birk and Elyse Pignolet’s CCTV 
#2 and CCTV #3; they’re surreptitiously 
attached to the gallery walls, blending in 
neatly with the museum’s own cameras, 
until you notice the Arabic writing on 
them. From 2011, the pieces seem tailor- 
made for the recent NSA controversies, 
while conjuring up the numerous sacri¬ 
fices in privacy we’ve made since 9/11. 

I haven’t laughed this much with both 
joy and astonishment since the Orange 
County Musuem of Art’s recent Richard 
Jackson retrospective, as my partner and 
I encircled the displays, examining all 
sides of the work to point out details to 
each other. In a world in which many of 
the things we took for granted—economic 
security and political leadership the most 
obvious—have revealed themselves to be 
completely untrustworthy, “Faux Real” 
is a necessary slap in the face to wake up 
and smell the coffee that isn’t there.

Fans reflect on what the band means to them

S ublime played their first gig on 

July 4,1988, in Long Beach. A new 
live album, 3 Ring Circus: Live At the 
Palace— October 21,1995, marks the occa¬ 
sion, growing the reggae-punk act’s post¬ 
humous catalog to Tupac-like proportions. 

Though the original incarnation of the 
band hasn’t existed since Bradley Nowell 
died of a heroin overdose in 1996, they are 
still an integral part of people’s everyday 
lives, especially those in the surf, skate 
and punk communities. To get a deeper 
sense of why Sublime’s music endures, we 
talked to a few people whose lives were 
touched by the band’s songs. A few of the 
best responses are below. 

TAYLOR RAMIREZ 

Co-owner of Vulture Vintage, Hermosa 
Beach punk aficionado 

My first memory of really being into 
Sublime was when I was 16. My dad was 
teaching me how to drive a stick-shift. He 
got me a 1964 red bug. I grabbed one of 
the CDs in it, and it was Sublime’s Robbin’ 
the Hood. I remember playing that CD 
over and over in that car. It’s just a good 
highlight of life, remembering those times 
in that car with that album. 

SOIMIMY MCCOLLOM 

Manager of E.T. Surf, Hermosa Beach 

We play [Sublime] all the time in the shop. 


To this day, it’s one of those things you 
listen to, like Led Zeppelin, that never gets 
old. Basically, it’s like surf and roots cul¬ 
ture. They mixed music into the surf com¬ 
munity and created a kind of bond that 
hadn’t been there since the old days. 

Besides NOFX, Pennywise and a lot of 
the old-school hardcore punk, that was 
what surfers were listening to. That was 
the other thing—the mellower California 
vibe. Something to help you identify with 
Southern California and the surf scene. 

MILES DOUGHTY 

Lead vocalist/guitarist for 

Slightly Stoopid 

We met Brad and all the guys from Sub¬ 
lime when we were 15,16 years old. Those 
guys took us under their wing.... That 
might have been ’94.... Brad and Miguel 
[Happoldt] had invited us up to this place 
called the Foothill Tavern in Long Beach. 
It was an old, punk-rock biker bar, just a 
place where we would play shows. After 
the gig, Brad came up to me and [band 
mate] Kyle [McDonald] and asked if we 
wanted to make a record on [his label] 
Skunk Records. 

Our first couple records were off Skunk. 
We were just little kids trying to figure it 
out, looking up and going, “Holy shit” at 
the guy we grew up listening to and idol¬ 
ized. It was such a cool thing to happen to 


a couple of kids from Ocean Beach. 

Sublime endure because of the way, 
lyrically, Brad would make you feel. 
People can relate so much to that South¬ 
ern California culture he spit out. It was 
refreshing because it was new. Just like 
Nirvana helped to change from the hair- 
metal stage to the grunge rock of the 
’90s, Sublime did the same thing, chang¬ 
ing the whole grunge sound.... When 
you’re a musician like that, it’s timeless; 
it’ll last forever. 

BRADLEY NOWELL 
Lead vocalist for Sublime 

An excerpt from a letter written by Nowell 
to Jean-Christophe Kay of the Toyes, who 
wrote Sublime’s hit “Smoke Two Joints.” 
We’ve left Nowell’s spelling intact: 

“It’s been over a decade since I first heard 
your song ‘Smoke 2 Joints’ on K-ROQ in 
LA. I dug the tune but then they stoped 
playin’ it so I’ve only heard it once or 
twice since then. We jammed the tune 
when Sublime hooked up in 88. Mabey 
we could rock out together next time we 
are up in Oregan.... I’m looking forward 
to sharing some of that super Oregan 
green w/y’all. Sorry this letter got so long, 
I’m stoned to the bone at the moment. 
The main thing I wanted to say was thanx 
for being cool too about the ... cover 
we did on 40 oz. Everybody else that we 
covered, or in some instances sampled, 
demanded mass cash or, as w/‘RAW 
HIDE’, said we strait up can’t use their 
shit and must take it off the album or else 
face some funky law suit. Kinda makes ya 
wanna just go burn the fern, eh vern? Got 
any? Musicians gotta stick togeather and 
stick it to the corporate pig useless shit- 
bag fucks who can all suck my ass.”

Remembering 

Ray 

I n 1967, when I was 11, my favorite song 
was the Doors' "Light My Fire." One day, 
it started playing on the car radio, and my 
mom turned it up so I could hear it better 
from the back seat. When the organ solo 
started, I was blown away. I'd never heard 
the long version. Then the guitar solo! By 
the time the song ended, my mind had been 
unlocked, and I was transformed. 

The last time I saw the band's late key¬ 
boardist, Ray Manzarek, was at the Roxy 
last summer, when he played with X. I told 
him that story. I knew he had heard it a thou¬ 
sand times, but I just had to tell him again 
and saythankyou. His expression implied 
he had never heard such a wondrous tale! 
He was gracious and happy to hear it. 

I met Ray in 1980 after an X show at the 
Whisky a Go Go in LA. He came backstage, 
and we talked. He asked if we had recorded 
yet and said he'd be interested in producing 
a record for us. Contrary to popular belief, it 
wasn't because we covered "Soul Kitchen." 

Punk was right on the heels of the 
hippies, time-wise, though it seemed as 
though it were music from another galaxy 
at the time. But punk and the Doors had 
everything in common. 

Ray produced "Los Angeles" in 1980. At 
times, he was strict with us, as we were a 
little wild. Once, right before a take, his voice 
came into our headphones. "Remember... 
this... is forever." Another night, he asked 
us if we wanted to go eat sushi; he had to 
explain to me that sushi was raw fish. Then 
he took us all out, and it was a trip! I'll never 
forget how amazing that was, Ray explain¬ 
ing ginger and wasabi and howto eat raw 
fish! He loved art, food, nature, living, grow¬ 
ing, miraculous things. And just for fun, for 
art, but mostly because he was such a great 
musician, he played on some of our songs. 

He was a lifelong inspiration to me in 
so many ways—his music, his art, his 
stories, his guidance. Ray had a generous, 
kind, strong soul. I think of Ray as a joyful 
shaman, a guru, a positive leader, an all¬ 
knowing guide. I don't think he was trying 
to /?ethose things; he just was. 

Ray's impact on society and culture 
worldwide cannot be underestimated. The 
Doors changed the course of history. His 
music and his memory will always be an 
inspiration, a mind-expanding drug, a high, 
a gift. Let's make sure we always value him 
as a spiritual force and a down-to-earth 
human being who opened the Doors of 
Perception for anyone who wanted to 
come in.

Tears of a Fruit Fly 

The time Juliana Hatfield made me 
forget I have cancer

Longtime concert photographer and fellow Weekling Andrew Youssef 
found out almost two years ago that he had Stage IV colon cancer. As 
the hospital pharmacist continues to fight for his life, he tells his story 
in Last Shot, a series that runs every Thursday on our music blog, 
Heard Mentality. 


A s a DJ at my college radio station at the Univer¬ 
sity of the Pacific back in the mid-’90s, I used to 
always play a Juliana Hatfield song. The combi¬ 
nation of Hatfield’s honey-sweet vocals and chunky Gib¬ 
son SG guitar riffs easily won me over when I first saw 
her videos on MTV’s Alternative Nation. 

She toured sporadically back in the day, and I remem¬ 
bered doing whatever I could to catch her live shows 
when she came to town. Hatfield is responsible for ignit¬ 
ing my interest in concert photography, as I snuck my 
brand-new, 5-megapixel Sony camera into her show at the 
Knitting Factory and took a slew of blurry photos. I had 
no idea what I was doing, but luckily, I scored a few good 
shots due to the sheer volume of shutter actuations. 
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I follow Hatfield on Twitter and was 
intrigued when she announced a Pledge 
Music campaign for fans to fund her new 
album of cover songs. One of the limited 
packages was a 15-minute phone call with 
her for $50.1 immediately got out my Visa 
card and made the donation, as I knew 
it would sell out. The chance to speak 
with one of my favorite artists and guitar 
heroes was a no-brainer. 

Ironically, when she was supposed to 
call was also the day my chemotherapy 
ran later than usual. So I have a voice mail 
on my phone from Hatfield saying she 
would try back later. When I finally did 
talk to her, my anxieties melted away. It 



was effortless talking to her about guitar 
pedals, working with Josh Freese on her 
album Only Everything, and how Nada 
Surf were criminally underrated. 

During the conversation, she men¬ 
tioned she was going to do two sets, 
acoustic and electric, at Q Division studios 
in Massachusetts in a couple of weeks. 
Understanding that Hatfield rarely plays 
shows, I decided to postpone my che¬ 
motherapy treatment and take a red-eye 
flight to Boston so I could photograph her 
performances. It was surreal to see Hat¬ 
field sitting on a stool at the door to the 
studio and politely greeting everyone. 

Hatfield remembered our conversation; 
she knew about my current battle with 
cancer and was happy I made the trip. I 
didn’t want to take up too much of her 
time, but I mentioned that I thought she 
should have covered a Nada Surf song for 
her album. Hatfield coyly agreed, saying 
it would have been a good idea. While she 
was performing her acoustic set, she would 
give small anecdotes about the songs. Then 
it happened. Hatfield dedicated Nada 
Surf’s “Fruit Fly” to me and thanked me for 
coming across the country to see the show. 

I failed miserably in holding back the tears. 

I never would have dreamed that one of 
my favorite artists would dedicate a song 
to me. It was a moment I will never forget 
and was worth flying out and postponing 
my chemotherapy. The evening continued 
to amaze me with a rocking electric set 
that featured some songs I hadn’t heard 
live in years. It was a huge check on my 
bucket list, and I’m almost convinced 
it boosted my immune system, as I was 
on cloud nine for months after and still 
automatically smile when I think of how 
fortunate I was for everything to work out 
perfectly. I felt like a normal person for 
that day and forgot I had cancer.

The Night Owl 

A t various points during the summer, the 
vibe atthe Yost Theater inexplicably 
changes into something a lot different than 
what most weekend revelers are used to. 
All-black attire is a must, lights are almost 
nonexistent, and there isn't a go-go dancer 
in sight. The focus on the music sways 
from progressive house to techno and 
tech-house grooves. It's rare to see an 
up-and-coming local DJ not only headlining 
a venue as big as the Yost Theater, but also 
downright turning it into a whole new club. 
Then again, few are as stylistically on point 
as Leo Levo, creator of Midnite Sessions. 

Born Mehdi Omid Miladi, he recently 
changed his moniker in an effort to create 
his own sound and DJ identity (as well as 
to stop being confused with the late DJ 
Mehdi). In high school, Miladi took over 
the DJ role as part of his ASB President 
duties. He started off playing hip-hop and 
radio commercial tracks before discovering 
the underground rave scene in 2007. After 
being blown away at Monster Massive, 
he found electronic music—and what he 
wanted to pursue. 

"I went through everything from Dutch to 
moombathon to electro to find my sound," 
says Miladi. "You have to hear the bad to 
hearthe good and vice versa." Luckily for 
us, the darker deeper sounds and tribal 
drums and snares are what stuck with him 
over the years. 

Passionate about his music, production 
and overall polished persona, his alter ego 
offers a mysterious ambiance. "I picked 
blackfor Midnite Sessions because I love 


the nighttime," says Miladi. "That's when I 
work the best. I'm a night owl, and my work 
ethic then is on point." 

His down-tempo sounds with minimal 
vocals blend perfectly with the strobing 
lights and all-black confetti. But don't 
misinterpret his love for the darker side of 
house music; when it comes to delivering 
drops and reeling in the crowd, he knows 
how to deliver with Adele vocals and the 
perfect progressive house monster. "I do 
a little bit of preparing, and I do a little bit 
of freestyle," says Miladi. "That's what a 
DJ has to do—read the crowd. Different 
places may have a different groove, so I 
try to adjust my sets to what I think people 
will enjoy." 

Although his song selection is one of 
a seasoned palette, Leo Levo's nightlife 
career started a mere year and a half 
ago. "I just needed to find my groove and 
personal style," he says. "For seven years, 

I just did house parties, birthdays, gradua¬ 
tions and retail stores." 

Yet he quickly rose from opening-DJ 
time slots to headlining all over OC and 
LA. He knows some crowds, particularly 
those in Orange County, aren't always 
ready for his Ibiza-inspired tribal house 
influence, but Leo Levo's Midnite Sessions 
Volume One mix splices together catchy 
tunes with the perfect hooks to reel you 
in, then adds some bass-heavy sounds 
to keep you dancing, with just the right 
amount of tech goodness. 

If you're into the more intellectual side 
of EDM, we suggest putting on your best 
dancing shoes and joining the next Midnite 
Sessions soiree, set for July.

G eeks love metal more than the 

computers on which they listen to 
it. They yearn for heavy metal that 
was forged by ores in the mountains of Mor- 
dor, smuggled halfway across the universe 
on Serenity, and then discovered by Silver 
Surfer while scouting for delicious planets. 
These bands aren’t necessarily geeks them¬ 
selves—many could rip the head off a vile 
beast with their bare hands. They are just 
universally beloved by geek mortals of Earth 
because of their diction and artistic execu¬ 
tion. These five metal brethren will get you 
mentally armored for the battlefield that is 
Comic Con. So take up arms, climb upon 
that faithful steed and unsheathe your read¬ 
ing glasses for this deciphered binary code 
of the best geek-metal bands of all time. 



COHEED AND CAMBRIA 

The band name was taken from two 
characters from the sci-fi comic TheAmory 
Wars, written by the band’s front man, Clau¬ 
dio Sanchez. They take storytelling in music 
to a whole new level, putting people such as 
the Boss and country music to shame with 
8-minute alt-metal narratives. The album 
The Afterman: Ascension features an astron¬ 
omer/scientist/astronaut/geek named 
Dr. Sirius Amory, who goes on a mission 
to investigate a cosmic energy source that 
keeps his universe intact. Not only are the 
songs stories that require hours of confusing 
explication far beyond what the space con¬ 
tracts of this column allow, but their mas¬ 
sive album titles—including Good Apollo, 

I’m Burning Star IV, Volume One: From Fear 
Through the Eyes of Madness— can frustrate 
writers who struggle to squeeze them into 
brief album reviews. 

ANTHRAX 

Many geeks have already wasted 
countless nights devising zombie- 
apocalypse contingency plans, which 
they’ve printed, hole-punched and put 
into binders. And Anthrax isn’t that much 
different. “Fight ’Em ’Til You Can’t” con¬ 
tains very clear lyrics about shooting the 
shit out of the undead “’cause there’s no 
humanity when the dead come back to 
feed.” On the album Among the Living, 
Anthrax taps into Stephen King’s novella 
Apt Pupil with the song “A Skeleton In the 
Closet”: “It’s insanity, puppetmaster boy

0 GWAR 

GWAR dresses as though they are 
about to swing by Comic Con after the show, 
resembling something Frankensteined from 
sci-fi, horror and fantasy movies. Their 
over-the-top theatrics have the musicians 
publicly mutilating political, religious and 
historical figures such as Barack Obama, 
Jesus/Cyborg Jesus, Hillary Clinton, Hitler 
and the Pope. “Gor Gor” tells the harrowing 
tale of a crackhead T. rex that attacks cities: 
“Apocalypse becomes creation/Gor Gor 
shall erase the nation/Before you jump into 
his gizzard/Fall and worship tyrant lizard.” 

IRON MAIDEN 

Even though they are one of the most 
successful heavy-metal bands to ever grace 
our ears, many admirers have not realized 
just how geeky Iron Maiden really are. 
Founding member Steve Harris claims the 
band’s name was inspired by the movie 
version of The Man In the Iron Mask, which 
was adapted from the book by Alexandre 
Dumas. An iron maiden was not a woman 
suited in iron armor, but rather a medieval 
torture device to punish criminals. The 
band’s 13-minute song “Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner” is a trimmed-down interpreta¬ 
tion of the lengthy poem by Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge written in the late 1700s. “Mont- 
segur” is a song about a nine-month siege in 
1243 on the Cathar’s—a medieval Christian 
sect—Chateau de Montsegur. You know, 
subject matter that should be accompanied 
by an encyclopedia.

A founding father of dark, fantasy- 
filled metal, Dio was a rocker who was 
respected by metalheads and Dungeons St 
Dragons geeks alike.

iViva Las Vegas! 

This legendary Mexican bar isn’t what you think it is 


A bout once a month, I go on a mas¬ 
sive SanTana pub crawl with two 
of my closest friends, both future 
lords of Orange County. One is fellow Ana- 
heimer Julio Perez, whom we deemed one 
of OC’s sexiest people back in 2010 because 
of his work raising holy hell for progressive 
causes as staff director for the OC Labor 
Federation. The other is Benjamin Vasquez, 
a teacher at Valley High and one of the folks 
we profiled for our fantabulous People 
Issue this year. Joining us is Jeff Jensen of 
Chapter One: The Modern Local, so we start 
at his fine establishment for drinks, then 
move on to Memphis At the Santora. A Mexi 
bar follows, then Ruben’s Tacos y Mulitas 
for grub. Next is Rancho D’Mendoza for 
bukanas and cigars, then we end the night 
at Chapter One, sipping Fernet (at least me) 
and humoring all the drunk girls. And the 
conversations? From politics to chismes, 
arguments about philosophy to the state of 
the Reconquista in la naranja. 

Last time around, Jeff’s other Jeff, Hall 
(Chapter One’s co-owner), joined us for 
the fun. It’s hard for Hall (let’s call him 
Gabacho Jeff, while Jensen will be Argie 
Jeff) to go out nowadays because his wife 
just had a beautiful baby girl (congrats!). 

We forced Gabacho Jeff to drive us to a 
Mexican bar because he was the only sober 
one at the time. So when we piled into his 
car, Benjamin asked Gabacho Jeff a simple 
question: Been to Las Vegas? 

“Of course I have,” he replied. 

“Off Bristol?” 

Silence. 

“Let’s go!” I slurred, and off we went. 

Las Vegas is one of the most legendary 
paisa (the Mexican equivalent of “wab”) 
bars in Orange County, and you know the 
beer-only bar is dive-y when it’s hidden 
behind a 99 Cent, next to a recycling opera¬ 
tion and separated by a low-slung wall 
from a mental-health facility. The only illu¬ 
mination during the day comes from the 
jukebox, the fridge, the televisions, and the 
open front and back doors; it’s barely more 
visible at night, so dank that the outlines of 
the many beer-girl posters lining the walls 
resemble a mirage. Three pool tables domi¬ 
nate the center, with pool cues near the 
restroom, far from the borrachos. 

It’s a great place to see how SanTana’s

working-class 
Mexican stiffs 
drink—not the 
narcos (there’s a 
bar for that) or 
the cholos (there’s 
a bar for that) 
or real crudos, 
but the hombres 
who’ve put in an 
honest day’s work, 
our dads and 
uncles and cousins 

a month removed from the rancho. During 
the day, retired union guys and construction 
workers still in their neon vests sidle up to 
the long bar or sit at one of the many raised 
tables circling the billiards games, as though 
grandstands for a rooster fight. At night, the 
cubetas (a bucket filled with ice and beer) 
begin to bloom, stocked with everything 
from Coors to Negra Modelo to Tecate to 
even Bahia, a Guatemalan lager that Las 
Vegas’ Central American customers sip 
throughout the night. It’s a boys’ club—the 
only women here are the chubby servers 
who make sure you never stop drinking. 

And if you’re not Mexican? That’s when 
the fun starts. A Chicana mans the bar dur¬ 
ing the day, when it offers so-so tacos; at 
night, everyone will stare you down, and 
someone will inevitably start something. 
That’s what happened with Gabacho Jeff: 
Julio ordered a cubeta, while Argie Jeff, 
Ben and I sat alongside Gabacho Jeff near 
a pool table. He was inadvertantly block¬ 
ing a shot; the shorter player went up to 
Gabacho Jeff, pointed at the tall, lanky, 
blue-eyed ginger and shouted one word 
over the banda sinaloense blaring from the 
jukebox: “Fuck you, GUERO!” 

Them’s fighting words! But Julio 
and Argie Jeff were the cool heads that 
night—they talked the man down and gave 
him one of the Modelos from our cubeta. 
Within minutes, Gabacho Jeff and the 
pool player were laughing like compas. 

See, Orange County? Gabachos and Mexi¬ 
cans don’t always need to fight; all you 
need is a cerveza and a bilingual cabron , 
and we’ll be amigos for life.

No-Show 

Punk Rock Picnic 
promoter Steve Smith 
skips out on court date

J une 17 marked what should’ve been 
the first step in a small-claims lawsuit 
filed against local promoter Steve 
Smith, the guy behind the doomed Punk 
Rock Picnic Music Festival, the saga of 
which we detailed in a June 14 cover story. 
Gregg White, an indie-label owner and 
would-be vendor at the abruptly canceled 
festival, was the first vendor to take legal 
action against Smith for this year’s deba¬ 
cle, filing a claim for the nearly $1,000 fee 
he’d paid for a booth at the festival, which 
was to be held at the Queen Mary in April. 

Smith and White were scheduled to 
appear before a judge at Harbor Justice 
Center in Laguna Hills, but Smith failed to 
show up to defend his case. To be fair, he 
had a decent loophole to slide through. 

After several weeks, White’s hired pro¬ 
cess servers were able to locate the pro¬ 
moter at his mother’s home in Lake For¬ 
est, but, according to White, Smith made 
his mother collect the papers for him. 

This action, called a “sub serve,” automat¬ 
ically pushes the case back 30 days. 

White had to pay a $10 court fee to get 
the case paper work re-filed with the court. 
Still, he insists the money he’s spending to 
bring Smith to justice—though it continues 
to add up—isn’t the issue. “Somebody has 
to stand up and show him he can’t do this 
to people,” White says. “I’m realizing that, 
yeah, that money I lost, I might not ever see 
it again, and I may just be at the end of my 
rope with this whole situation, but I know 
I have to at least try to bring this guy to 
justice. I just think the system is allowing 
[Smith] to skate because he’s got no money, 
no way to pay anyone back, supposedly. It’s 
just a messed-up situation.” 

The case will presumably be heard 
sometime in July at Newport Beach’s 
Harbor Center.

This public notice announces die results of a Preliminary Endangerment Assessment (PEA) for the Foamex International. 
Inc. (FXI) facility (site) located in Orange, California. A PEA determines whether hazardous substances which may exist 
at die site are a threat to public healdi or the environment. 

The site was used for agricultural purposes prior to 1963. In 1964, die site was developed as a polyurethane manufacturing 
plant (ier. foam rubber), which was operated by General Tire and Rubber (1964 through 1980), Great Western Caipet 
Cushion (1980 through 1993), and Foamex International, Inc. (FXI, 1993 through die present). Chemicals including 
volatile organic compounds (YOCs) have been utilized at the site as a part of the foam rubber manufacturing operations. 
Due to the chemical uses, several investigations have been conducted at the sire, and the Department of Toxic Substances 
Control (DTSC) requested the completion of a PEA. 

Based on the results of the PEA, three areas of the site, referred to in the PEA as die Chemical Mixing Area, Forklift 
Service Building and Former Steam Cleaning Area exceeded regulatory regional screening levels for several VOCs for 
residential land use in soil and soil gas samples. These residual chemicals do not direaten the environment or pose a 
possible human healdi risk to commcrcial/industrial occupants, but could pose a potential human healdi risk throu^i 
vapor intrusion or dermal contact assuming future residential use. As such, the DTSC has requested that a Land Use 
Covenant (LUC) be recorded restricting residential land use of diesc three areas of the site.
